\I7ASHINGTON, Jan, 31.—Secretary of State Charles E. Hughes today 


issued a formal statement declaring that the question of legality of the 


naval oil leases was never brought up for consideration in the meetings of the 
Harding cabinet. While Secretary Hughes did not comment on his reasons 
for issuing the statement, it is presumed it was designed to meet Demo- 
cratic attacks on the Harding cabinet as having approved the leases. The 
statement follows: 


The question of the legality or 


propriety of the oil leases now under 
discussion in Congress were never 
brought before the cabinet for its 
decision. My opinion upon these 
questions was never sought or ex- 
pressed either in or out of the cabi- 
net. If the oil leases were ever re- 
ferred to in cabinet meetings—and 
I do not recall that they were—it 
certainly was only by-way of, general 


reference and without requiring any 
responsible action which, of course, 
I should not have been willing to 
take without examination of papers 
and statutes. Having plenty of work 
in the Department of State, I had no 
occasion to study the questions of 
law and fact involved and I have not 
been called upon to take any respon-

Turkey for modi lied t reaty terms, is'o one advo- 
cates that. If \ve follow the second course and 
refuse any negotiations we endanger the lives 
and property of the American nationals in 
Turkey. There must be some sort of official 
communication. Nothing, except perhaps a bit 
of pride, could be gained by refusing negotia- 
tions. There is a great deal, including the 
work of Americans in welfare and humani- 
tarian fields, that could be lost. 


The third way is all that is (eft. It involves 


the pocketing of that amount of pride and the 
ratifying of a treaty \\-ith Turkey as an equal. 
It is possible that action of this kind will do 
something toward establishing Turkey upon 
that higher levrl which her leaders believe may 
be attained. Granted such a treaty means that 
we accept Turkey and all she has done, that 
wo still bear iu mind her treatment of Greeks 
and Armenians, what else is there to be done? 
AVe must swallow a bitter pill or stand upon a 
dignity which j*;rmiis of no action toward The 
protection of Americans or the advancement of 
American ideals. And Turkey is not tbe only 
country which will have to be accepted before 
it can make the effort to w rite new words upon 
a slate which may or may not have been 
cleaned. There are at least possibilities for 
good in ratifying the treaty: there is certainty 
of harm in i<ruorinfr it.
